can citizen could bé expected to give it credence. Some time 

a milder charge is made, but even it would seem too strong 
for acceptance; it is to the effect that the Catholic Church 


aims at gaining a certain control over the schools either by 
having a majority of her membership on the School Board or 
by flooding the schools with Catholic teachers. As a matter 
of fact, the Catholic Church has no such designs on the 
school; not even the Catholic people in a single locality seek 
to secure an unfair representation on the School Board; and 
if applicants for teachers’ positions from the ranks of Cath- 
olic young men and ladies are numerous in some places, it is 
wholly apart from any movement on the part of the Catholic 
parish to which these prospective teachers belong. 

Vhere neither of the above mentioned charges would be 
given credit, as proof of the hostility of the Catholic Church 
to the public school, criticisms uttered against 
system by Catholic clergy are circulated. The Catholic clergy 
give such Tittle attention to the public schools where they have 
schools of their own, that their criticisms are few 
pared to the criticisms of Protestant ministers and of edu- 
eators themselves. During the past year you have heard 
much about inefficiency in the schools, due largely to a short- 
age of teachers and the low salaries paid to them. In this 
morning’s mail there came to us a copy of the “/Jndiana Jour- 
nal of Commerce” containing an editorial on Public Schools. 
Out of the forty-eight states in the Union, Indiana ranks 
seventeenth; in other words there are thirty-one states 
whose schools are inferior to those of Indiana, yet the editor 
of this magazine states “It is true Indiana has some good 
schools, but they are too few in number.” Indiana 
third among all thesstates for “school attendance,” or 
percentage of children attending school daily. 

During the recent campaign leaflets were 
broadcast, which purported to contain statistics 
from the “Washington Bureau of Statistics’, 

“Over 20,000 schools have more 
Catholic teachers.” 

“Over 100,000 public schools are largely taught by Cath 
olic teachers.”
